the reason that it branched off on Amer- 
ican occupation of Cuba, the plans for 
the equipment of state mila with 
régulation arms, arfd the proposed au- 
thorization to the war department to ac- 
cept reduced fare or free transportatfon 
for troops and supplies. The latter was 
an echo of the debate on tne railroad 
rate bill at the last session of congress. 

While the army appropriation bill was 
under consideration, pertinent questions 
were asked by Mr. Bacon concerning 
the amount the appropriations for the 
army have been swelled by reason of 
the present occupation of Cuba, and Mr. 
Warren said there had been no estimate 
from the department for additional e¢x- 
penses on account of the Cuban occu- 
pation, as the bill under consideration 
provided for appropriations for 1|908. 

The inquiry led to a general discus- 
sion of tne status of Cuban affairs, In 
which Senator Cullom, chairman of the 
committee on foreign affairs, was called 
On for a statement as to how long the 
Inited States intended to remain in 
Chiba. The senator said he had no in- 
formation on the subject. 

Bacon Wants Roosevelt Checked. 

In discussing Cuban affairs, Senator 
Bacon said that he had not been satis- 
fied with the part congress has been 
playing in snaping the government's pol- 
icy in that republic. He expresseq the 
opinion that It 
and not the executive department 
say what the course of the United 
States should be in Cuba, but that he 
had felt q delicacy in raising the issue. 
He saig_he could not let the session of 
congress <tosé without saying tnat he 
was not unmindful of the fact that con- 
gress was not exercising the role it 
should exercise. He thought it would 
have been a fatal error for the session 
end without some expression raising 
the question of the executiye’s power to 
set up governments on foreign soil, to 
dismiss parliaments, or to set up par- 
liaments; to dismiss or raise foreign arm- 
ang said further that any acts of 
character snould be performed by 
and not by the president.
